PREFERRED DEATH TO THE PENITENTIARY. 

A dispatch from Somerset dated No- 
vember 12th contains the following ac- 
count of the suicide of a well-known 
character of Russell county: 

While on his way to the State pen- 
itentiary from Russell county Peter 
Duncan swallowed an ounce of carbolic 
acid here to-night, and died within a 
few minutes. A physician was quickly 
summoned, but the deadly drug had 
donn its work.' 

Duncan was 63 years of age, and was 
convicted at the last term of the Rus- 
sell Circuit Court of the murder of his 
neighbor, Dave Mann. The jury gave 
him a sentence of twenty-one years. 
Duncan was in the custody of Sheriff 
Hammond, of Russell county. After 
•wallowing the drug he asked Ham- 
mond to tell his wife that he had taken 
it. preferring to die rather than go 
the penitentiary at such an advanced 
age. He leaves a wife and several 
grown children. The body will be sent 
back to Jamestown for burial. When 
asked where he got the drug he refused 
to tell.

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BY WAY OF COMPARISON. 

The following dispassionate 
comprrison of Kentucky with 
other Southern States, which was 
recently made in an article on 
"Educational Progress of the 
South," in School Science and 
Mathematics of Chicago, is of 
interest to all Kentuckians: 

"The splendid educational pro- 
gress of the southern states dur- 
ing the last few years has never 
been equalled by any other people 
in the history of mankind, and is 
an iddex to the enthusiastic 
interest which has been, and is 
being aroused among the people 
of this region in all matters 
pertaining to thoroughness of 
education and the elevation of 
intelectual life and ideals. 

It is most encouraging to know 
that the improvement has begun 
at the foundation of our educa- 
tional systen, with the public 
schools, and that it forms there- 
fore a permanent basis from 
whic'.i to build. New school 
houses have been lengthened, 
laws governing child labor and 
compelling attendance in school 
have been enacted better train- 
ning for teachers has been pro- 
vided in state normal schools, 
and new sources of revenue have 
been opened up to supply funds 
to carry the work to an immedi- 
ately successful issue. 

The elevation of the character 
of the work done in the public 
schools must naturally be felt in 
the high schools, which are being 
multiplied in practically every 
southern state. A higher grade 
of work can be established and 
maintained. It is possible there- 
fore to strengthen the college 
curriculum and increase the 
efficiency of every higher insti- 
tution of learning in propotion as 
the character of the work in each 
unit of the system is elevated. 

So far Kentucky has had but a 
very small part in this forward 
movement, as compared with the 
splendid achievements of the Car- 
olinas, Alabama, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi and Texas. Nevertheless, 
some things have been done to 
improve conditions:— the length 
of the school term has been in- 
creased from five to six months; 
state normal schools have been 
established at Richmond and at 
Bowling Green, Ky., school im- 
provement leagues have been 
organized, and most important 
of all perhaps, the conditions now 
obtaining in the state are being 
investigated and the truth made 
known to every citizen of the 
commonwealth. Much of what 
has been done we owe directly to 
the efforts of the enlightened 
women of Kentucky, not to the 
wisdom of its legislators. 

It is hoped that public opinion, 
w which is now more fully aroused, 
may sweep Kentucky onward 
into the full current of educa- 
tional progress, and make it, as 
in its earlier history, the first, 
rather that well nigh the las* 
state in the union in the achieve- 
ment of truly high standard and 
ideals of education."
